WAS CAOQHT IN CARTER COUNTY, 



John Gibson, who so foully murdered 
his step-child, is now in the Maysville 
Jail for safe keeping from the Infuriated 
populace of Catlettsburg, where this 
crime was committed. 

Rumors have been flying thick urn 
fast of late as to the whereabouts of thii 
human brute, but The Lkdoer givei 
this authentic story from the lips of W 
L. Geiger, Deputy Sheriff of Boyd 
county, who brought the culprit to o 
Jail this morning. 

In the (lrBt place much of th» story 
the murder of the child is false. There 
was no evidence of the use of a redhot 
poker, but the child's 
kicks and bruiseB, and 
The prolonged torture of the child is a 
sensational statement, for the truth is 
Gibson evidently did not like the child 
and mistreated her as many another 
step-father does. # 

At any rate the child died 
physicians went to the home 
examinations Gibson tried I 
the impression that smallpox was the 
cause of death. 

His wife, the mother of the child, 
criminated Gibson. 

He was arrested but escaped and has 
been at large until yesterday when 
Charles Davis of Catlettsburg and Mr.

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next Congress will (lx the number of 
inhabitants necessary to constitute a 
Congressional Di&trlct at 195,000. Ken- 
tucky now has 2,147,171 inhabitants. 
Into the latter number 186,000 goes 
eleven times, with a fraction over. 
Consequently Kentucky, while she 
loses no mem here In the House, gains 
none. As before, she will continue to 
send eleven Congressmen to Washing- 
ton. 

Ae at prosent constituted, nine of the 
eleven Districts gave Democratic ma- 
jorities on the face of the returns at the 
election on November 6th. Two only— 
the Fifth and Eleventh— elected Repub- 
lican*. These two Districts, on the 
basis of population mentioned above, 
are by far the largest In the state, and 
the Eleventh, also, in the matter of 
■quare miles, is much larger than any 
of the other*.

Adding up, we find that the Eleventh 
contains more than twice as many 
counties as the Second, Sixth, Seventh 
or Eighth. It has as many counties, 
lacking one, as the Third and Eighth 
combined, or lacking two, as the First 
and the Seventh, or lacking one, as the 
Second and Fourth combined. The 
Fifth District has not been taken into 
coneideration in these conclusions, 
since it is composed of but one county. 

HOME MORE COMPARISONS. 

Takings population of 195,000 as the 
proper siio for a Congressional District, 
the following facte are apparent: 

The First, Second, Fourth and Ninth 
Congressional District*, all nominally 
Democratic, except the Ninth, are 
slightly oversized, but not enough so 
to call for re-diatricting. 

The Fifth and Eleventh, both heavily 
Republican, are very much too large. 

The Third, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth 
and Tenth, Democratic ordinarily, are 
very much too small. 

With the exception of the Fifth this 
very disproportionate state of affairs was 
ght about by* the acts of unscrupu- 
lous Democratic partisan* in the State 
legislature. A fair-minded General 
Assembly in 1!KK) could correct all this. 
The Fifth alone could not he' touched. 
When Jefferson county contains 300,000 
Inhabitants it will be allotted two Con- 
gressmen, but until that time come* It 
mu»t he content with one. 

A decent apportionment would cut 
from the Eleventh and Increase the ad- 
Joining Districts, which are the Third, 
Eighth and Tenth. But this would 



why the Goebel follower* will 
work with might and main to prevent 
the redisricting of the *tate on non- 
partisan line* when the General A»*om 
bly meet* in 1902. 

HOW THE FRAUD 

To the flr*t legislature that con- 
vened after the census of 1890 had been 
taken was entrusted the work of redli 
trictlng the *tate into Legislative, Coi 
gresslonal and Judicial Districts. 

The Democrat* controlled hot 
branche*. With a zeal that was prais( 
worthy from a partisan standpoint, but 
from no other, they put their headi 
togethor to contrive a plan for reducing 
the Republican representation 
low a figure as possible, without abso- 
lutely and entirely disfranchising all 
tho Republican voter* In the state. 

Accordingly nearly all the mountain 
counties giving Republican majoritiea 
were grouped togethor to make tin 
Eleventh District. This naturally 
caused a shrinkage in the size of 
of the adjoining Districts, and made 
one Democratic vote In Central, North- 
ern or Western Kentucky worth about 
three Republican votes In Eastern Ken- 
tucky. 

But the Democratic Legislators were 
well pleased. They were confident that 
Kentucky's Republican representation 
in Congress would consist, for all time, 
of one lonely mountaineer, whom they 
hoped would be notable only for the 
size of hi* majority. But tho wily 
schemers reckoned without their host. 
The Republican party in Kontucky 
grew. The Democratic organizati< 
split on National questions, and t 
fragments, in turn, divided by local 
(liiarrols and state issue*. 

The F'ifth District, once one of the 
banner "big city" Districts of the 
South, became Republican. The Third 
grew close; then doubtful. Then It 
elected a Republican to Congress. 
Free silver made a hole in the Blue- 
grass Democracy, and a Republican 
went to Congress from the Eighth. The 
Ninth followed suit. Ditto the Tenth. 
The Republicans began to count on 
every District containing mountain or 
foothill counties. The rotten 
seemed lost to their creators. 

To save themselves and prevent the 
undoing of what their pre< 
done, subsequent Democratic General 
Assemblies began taking Republii 
counties away from tho Rhlrd, Eighth 
and Tenth, and adding them to the 
Eleventh. Adair, Monroe, Cumber- 
land, Jackson, Rockcastle and others 
were Joined to the already overgrown 
Eleventh. So it came to pass at length 
that only in a race for county officers 
in a National election did tho moun- 
tain voter stand on an equal footing 
with his brother of the lowlands, and 
then the Goebel Law was Invoked to 
tnd the Republl- 



A» a result tho Eleventh became in 
time perhaps the most thoroughly 
gerrymandered Congressional District 

l the Union. 

WHAT IS IN SIOHT. 

But all this was not enough. On No- 
vember 6th, under the workings of the 
Goebel Law, outrageous frauds were 
perpetrated by Democratic election offi- 
cers and workers in the close Districts. 
But even then, owing to the growth of 
the independent vote and the defection 
of the Brown Democrats, tho Democratic 
candidates for Congress had majorities 
of less than 200 each on tho face of tho 
padded and perverted return*. In the 
Eighth and Tenth, where crooked prac- 
also prevailed, the Democratic 
majorities were not much larger. 

The remedy lies with the voters of 
Kentucky. A new Legislature Is to be 
elected next fall. If fair-minded, honest 
men of any or all parties are elected, the 
state will be redistricted fBirly. Tho 
First, Second, Fourth, Fifth and Ninth 
will probably remain pretty much as 
they arc today, but the Third, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth and Tenth will be so 
altered that any one Kentucklan's vote 
will be worth as much as any othor Ken- 
tuoklan's vote. 

If a partisan majority again controls 
tho Assembly— why look out for more 
frauds, more gerrymanders, more denial 
of representation and more disfran- 
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Republican majority in the Eleventh. 
The Ninth, under any other election 
law than the Goebel Law, i* safely Re- 
publican, and the Fifth, Goebel Law or 
no Goebel Law, will send a Republi- 
can to Washington as long as Coulter, 
Beckham, Ualy, Tom Campbell, Judge 
Cantrlll, McCreary, Redwlne and 
Poyntz rale the Democratic party in the 
state, and Weaver, Aaron Kobn, Wehm-
